sci oils and books, different kinds of Now 
Tt stament manuscripts, the Vatican man- 
uscript, Rome and the Vatican library, 
libraries at St. Petersburg, Vienna, Paris 
and Oxford, the latest discoveries, and 
many other things going to show the 
sources from and the processes by which 
th.s most wonderful book was obtained.

Suspicion of a Dalton Man's Forging Notes 


Held by Them. 


Fred W. Farrell, a Dalton grocer, has 


disappeared under circumstances which 
indicate that he is guilty of forgery. The 
cru'ih came Wednesday when an attach- 
on ut in the interest of H. W. Clark & Co. 
of this city was placed upon the goods in 
his store. Deputy Sheriff O. S. Fish of 
Pittsfield, accompanied by Lawyer M. E. 
Couch of this city, attorney for H. W. 
Clark & Co., went to Dalton Wednesday 
aft ernoon to make the attachment. They 
found in charge Frank Davidson, a 
brother-in-law of Farrell, and clerk in the 
•tore. He showed them a bill of sale of 
the goods from Farrell to himself. Deputy 
Fitli ejected Davison from the store and 
appointed Officer W. H. Duffy keeper. 


Numerous reasons appear for Farrell's 


sudden disposal of his business and his 
departure for parts unknown. Some time 
ago it was found that two notes which 
he presented to H. W. Clark & Co. were 
forged notes. They were for about J1500 
and fllOO respectfully and bore a forged 
signature of Byron Weston of Dalton. 


Mr. Clark say* he sold Farrell his first 


bill of goods in 1889. It amounted to over 
f 10 K), and ^00 or more was paid down. 
Fai rell afterwards ran up an account and 
the notes were taken two years ago. The 
indorsements led the company to consider 
them as good as gold. 


11. W. Clark & Co. make no charge for j 


forsery. 
They have simply moved to t 


collect the notes and it devolves upon the * 
im'orsers to show that the indorsements 
arc not genuine.

the United States gunboat Petrel left 
Shanghai a fight occurred in which a 
dozen Yankee tara whipped twice theie 
weight of Britishers, the fight beginning 
with champagne bottles progressed to 
knives and finally developed up into a 
genuine hand to hand trial of mettle. 


The trouble was caused by the British 


cruiser Spartan throwing a search light 
on the Petrel in a manner that was inter- 
preted aboard the latter as being in- 
tended as an insult. Captain Emory wrote 
a cart note to the commander of the Spar- 
tan and received a letter apologizing. 


The next day ten seamen from the Petrel 


were seated in an upper room of a drink- 
ing house when twenty of the Spartans' 
crew entered the bar-room. 
The Yankee 


boys were singing patriotic songs and hav- 
ing a merry time by themselves. 
The 


leader of th Englishmen below suggested 
going aloft and throwing the Yankees out 
of the window. 


The Britishers started up stairs but none 


reached the top. The door above sud- 
denly opened and out came a shower of 
glasses, bottles and cases of champagne 
which had been stored in the little room. 
When everything available had been fired 
the American sailors came flying down 
and engaged their assailants in a hand to 
hand flpht. 


Knives were used freely and the Eng- 


lish forces were badly cut up. When 
finally routed half a dozen of them lay 
bleeding on the floor. The British consul 
held official inquiry and the court decided 
against the Spartan crew.

dreth was convicted last night of mur- 
der in the second degree and sentenced 
this morning to life imprisonment. His 
companions, Plato and Hibbard, pleaded 
manslaughter in the first degree and re- 
ceived forty years 
sentence apiece, 


twenty years each on two indictments. 


Judge McLennan's court convened at 


this morning, Hildreth sat iu his usual 
place, looking neat and tidy in a red 
sweater. His father sat beside him and 
his arm rested affectionately on his son' 
shoulder. Both looked crestfallen and 
sad. Tears moistened the father's eyes. 
The district attorney moved that judg- 
ment in Hildreth's case be rendered. 


Hildreth then swore that he was seven 


teen years old, was a school-boy, and a 
Protestant in religion. He had nothing tp 
say why sentence should not be passed. 
The judge then sentenced him as follows 
"The sentence of the court is that you be 
confined at Auburn state prison the re- 
mainder of your natural life at hard labor. 
The court considers the jury dealt lenient- 
ly, as it could hare convicted you of the 
first degree of murder. 
I will not say 


anything to add more sorrow to your feel- 
ings, as you have others nearer and dearer 
who are able to advise yon." 


As the young prisoner; was led back to 


jail, the father, with tears in his eyes, 
took his sons hand in a long and afieo 
tionate grasp, then reluctantly allowed 
the sheriff to lead him away. Young Hil- 
dreth took the sentence coolly. The dis- 
trict attorney said he would be taken to 
Auburn next week. Miss Perryn, his swee t- 
lieart, will be permitted to see him now. 


After Counsel Sayles and Searle had 


held a fifteen minute conversation, Hib- 
bard and Plata each eighteen years old, 
jointly indicted on two courts of murder, 
first and second degrees were allowed to 
withdraw their former pleas, and plead 
guilty of manslaughter in the first degree, 
which they did. 


Both then received their forty years 


sentences without giving way to feeling 
while Hibbard's father and sister wept 
bitterly. 


Thus ends the wcBst crime ever perpe- 


trated in Oneida county. 


Miss Perryn, Hildreths sweetheart 


sobbed bitterly and refused to be com- 
forted when she heard of the sentence. 
She begged to see him. 


An attempt will be made to have the 


boys pardoned before long. 


Young Plato was a bell-boy in Stanwix 


hall once and a pet of the district attorney 
who convicted him today.

Four years ago there was organized in 


Boston a lodge of the Workmen's Benefit 
association. Only members of the An- 
cient Order of United Workmen are elig- 
ible to membership, and those who join 
are able to take f 1000 additional insurance, 
the regular amount paid by the Workmen 
being $2000. The Boston lodge, became 
so large as to be unwieldy, and so this 
lodge, No. 2, was organized. Two more 
will be organized in the state later, but 
the jurisdiction of No. 2 will cover most of 
the state west of Worcester. 


The meeting Thursday evening was held 


in the Odd Fellows' lodge room and the 
lodge was organized by James H. Cutter 
of the supreme lodge, Boston, and Gen- 
eral Organizer Charles H. Davis of North- 
ampton. Among those present were 
Master Workman Anthony and others of 
Greylock lodge, Adams, and Madison An- 
drus of Berkshire lodge, Great Barrington. 


Officers were elected as follows: Past 


president, A. A. Wills of Mountain lodge;

legal contest. 
The defending' counsel 


was Lawyers Parkhurst and Thayer an 
Lawyer E. M. Wood of Pittsfield. Mar 
Coach was in readiness for the legal 
battle and when Special Justice Wood' 
head assumed the judicial chair an air o: 
expentaney prevaden the room. 


Lawyer Farkhurst arose with the com 


plaints in his hand aqd, after scanning 
them carefully for a last time, announce 
that the defendants had decided to re 
tract their plea of not guilty and pleaded 
guilty to the charges. 
Lawyer Woo< 


then arose and began a plea for clemency 
for the defendants. He spoke in a low 
and earnest tone and at some length, 
He stated that Mr. Kearn had decided not 
to deal in liquors of any kind at his ston 
hereafter, and the fact was used by Mr. 
Wood as the strongest argument for leni 
ancy from the court., 
' Lawyer Conch arose after Mr. Wood 
had sat down and made a few remark: 
upon the case. He said that as the de 
fendant had been guilty of violating thi 
law he should be punished, and in a: 
much as Mr. Kearn had pleaded guilty 
Ithert by acknowledging his wrong doing 
jhe would not press the case any 
farthei 


>than to ask th t a reasonable fine be im- 
posed. 


The court deliberated a few moments 


and then gave as a decision that each 
defendant should pay a fine of f75 for 
each complaint. 


Mr. Kearn handed clerk Cadya check fo: 


f 150 and left the court room. Mr. Lanoue 
was looked for but was missings. Lawye: 
Couch thought that a game was being 
tried on him and the court and imme 
diately asked that a copias be issued for 
Mr. Lanoue. Sheriff Molney was next in 
search of Mr. Lanoue. A complaint was 
drawn up at the instigation of Mr. Couch 
charging Mr. Lanoue with making an 
illegal sale on Sunday, March 15. 
Mr. Lanoue was found at the store and 
was surprised at the unexpected turn in 
affairs. 


He had left the court 
room, he 


stated, that he might open a drug store 
as soon as possible, it being closed because 
both Mr. Kearn and he had to be in court 
together.

This branch 
of tbe business has been gradually ex- 
tended and when the new quarters are 
ready it will be still further enlarged, al- 
though some of the more bulky articles, 
like molasses, sugars and flour, will not 
be carried.

The People Who Expect Newspaper Favors 


and Give No Return. 


'From Newspuperiiom.) 


Merchants expect a newspaper to write 


up the city and give the best points for 
manufacturing business, calling attention 
to the splendid facilities and advantages 
possessed, writes S. E. Haigh, of the 
Columbus (Ind.) Republican. They expect 
the papers to "rout" citizens who go 
elsewhere to purchase their goods, but 
they forget the newspapers when they 
wish a price-list, letter-heads, cards or 
other printed matter. They very often 
get this work done away from the place 
where they do business. 


It is the same, only in a greater degree, 


with the manufacturer and banker. All 
newspapers should put their veto upon 
those who attempt to get their job work 
done in small job offices, and then expect 
their advertising notices for nothing.

A newspaper is an expensive lux- 
ury, and it is al.io an important factor in 
the education of the community in which 
it is located, and it should be supported 
by every class of people.

to support it. There never was a greater 
delu'i^n. The patronage from city or 
couutry in a year does not pay for the ex- 
tra news tuat is necessary in every cam- 
paign in presenting the advantages of its 
party and the merits of its candidates 
who are sreking office.

Paradoxical as it may seem to those 


Imbued -with the f al w mercantile theory, 
there can be no retu prosperity in any 
nation's foreign c<».merce except in 
years when the imports exceed in value 
or productiveness the exports—i. e., 
when there is an "adverse balance of 
trade" (so called).—New York Herald. 


Of course this is one of James Gordon 


Bennett's attacks upon American labor 
and industries. No other newspaper on 
earth would publish ajjy such stuff, 
much less refer to England, "uow tho 
wealthiest nation on the globe,'' in cor- 
roooiation of tho "undisputed fart." 


In the first place, England is not "tho 


wealthiest nation on the globe.'' 
Ac- 


corcling to Mnlhall, "the United States 
occupies the first place" with £12,324,- 
000,000 of wealth against only £9,400,- 
000,000 for the United Kingdom. 
But 


Bennett perhaps knows more than JIul- 
hall. He should give to the world a new 
dictionary of statistics. Then we could 
"make the country ring with them." 


If Bennett started any such trade 


theories in England, it is no wonder 
that the life of the London edition of 
the New York Herald was so brief. 
Forewarned is forearmed. Englishmen 
arc not fools as a race, whatever else 
they may be. 
But they made a fool of 


Wilson just as surely as Paris is pro- 
gressing in the same direction with 
Bennett. 


If an excess of imports makes a conn- 


try wealthy, why h it th.it British pa- 
pers, especially the London Economist, 
are congratulating the English jK-oplo 
because last January's exports from (he 
United Kingdom were 16 per cent larger 
than in January, 1895? Why is it that, 
in speaking of a decrease in their im- 
ports of raw cotton, they say that "the 
entire burden fell upon the United 
Brates?" If Bennett's theory were the 
correct one—that "the import is really 
the goose that lays the golden eggs"— 
then England is to be pitied for losing 
some of "the golden eggs." But Eng- 
land pities us, the exporter, saying that 
"the entire burden fell upon the United 
States." Why? Because we gold less. 


Again, the British papers refer to the 


excellent increase of £10,345,000 in 
their exports to all countries during 
1895, showing that £9,199,000 of the

country, and they are glad of it.

we not clamoring for more imports. 
When they decline,'"the entire harden" 
falls upon the United States.

don't transact business on theory, but 
on a hardpan, bedrock, pounds, shil- 
lings and pence basis. Were it otherwise 
the English papers would not say that 
the United Kingdom has "at last en- 
tered upon a period of fresh activity in 
trade," and that "the entire burden" 
of its smaller imports falls upon the 
United States. 


Bennett should open a Bchool for 


economics. We doubt, though, whether 
it would be as successful as his school 
for scandal. He is anxious to teach the 
theories of economics, and says "there 
should be a campaign of education on 
this exceedingly important matter." 
Go ahead with the "campaign." It is 
amusing. But don't tell us how rich 


1 the British trader is getting when ho 
imports more than he exports. At least 
don't do it when he is rejoicing because 
his trade is directly the opposite. Wait 
a little till he has got over his early en- 
thusiasm and has stopped saying that 
"the entire burden" of his lighter im- 
ports, "falls upon tho United States." 
England is not cackling and crowing 
because she is losing "the golden eggs" 
of trade. Not much, "paradoxical as It 
jnaypeem." England is wise, and Ben- 
nett's paper—well, otherwise.

again. The adoption of the compromise 
was a concession by both sides. Neither 
party gave in on the principles held by 
it, and neither majority nor minority 
surrendered.

of the committee showed that the 
members were agreed that the ques- 
tion of the eligibility of women to vote 
in the conference was a constitutional 
one, and that the general conference 
had the power to interpret the consti- 
tution. The committe recommended 
the modification of the constitution 
changing the qualifications of a dele- 
gate to the general conference by using 
the words lay delegate instead of lay- 
man, thereby making the admission of 
women legal.

The last act in the receiving vault was 
performed at Holmes' express com- 
mand.

the body was then replaced in the cof- 
fin and completely covered with the 
cement. It was Holmes' idea that this 
cement would harden around his body 
and prevent any attempt at grave rob- 
bery. Holmes made no will and left 
no confession, This is according to 
Mr. Kotan. He says he knows he made 
no will, and, while the murderer gave 
him a big bundle of papers, the law- 
yer says that he is confident that those 
papers relate only to private business 
matters.

In Silver Speeches. 


Washington, May 8.—The senate fi- 


nance committee, which is the commit- 
tee that is to investigate the recent 
sales of government bonds, as provided 
for by the Peffer resolution, passed 
yesterday by a vote of fifty-one yeas to 
six nays, consists of six republicans, 
six democrats and one populist. Tha 
vote was a surprise to Senator Hill, 
who has antagonized the resolution 
ever Binco its introduction. 
Although 


in his closing speech he appealed to 
tho 
democratic 
members to vote 


against the resolutioa, which he char- 
acterized as an attack upon the secre- 
tary of the treasury by republicans 
and populists, only five members of his 
purty voted with him. In the discus- 
sion which took place before tho vote, 
the resolution was opposed by Senator 
Palmer, dem., 111., oa the ground prin- 
cipally that the purpose of the investi- 
gation was to procure material to af- 
feet unfavorably tlie public mind on 
the silver question. A charge was 
made against the administration by 
Senator Vest, dem., Mo., for allowing 
members of the cabinet to neglect their 
official duties and absent themselves 
from Washington in order to make 
speeches against the free coinage of 
silver. He alleged that a recent demo- 
cratic convention in Michigan had 
been controlled by federal office-hold- 
ers who, under pressure from Washing- 
tod, had deserted the cause of free 
coinage, and he declared that if the 
national 
democratic convention at 


Chicago was overawed and overriden in 
that way its action would not be that 
of fairly elected delegates, fairly ex- 
pressed. 


Rouse or Representatives. 


There is nothing of general public 


importance upon the programme of the 
house to-day. Much comment has been 
aroused by the action of Mr. Pickler, 
rep., S. D., yesterday, and one veteran 
member said it reminded him of some 
of the sessions of the fifty-first con- 
gress. The member from South Da- 
kota, having been unable to secure as 
long a session as he desired for the con- 
sideration of private pension bills, 
ufc,ed all manner of dilatory tactics 
to accomplish his purpose.

his attention was called to tht^faet that 
his action tended only to defeat his 
own expressed purpose, as those bills 
could only be taken up by unanimous 
consent.
